SEPTEMBER  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4.69  V

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  ”A”  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
milk  order  in  September  1965,  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price  of  $4.69  per 
hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.5%,  subject  to  a butterfat  differential  of  .073  cents. 
This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  hauling  charges. 


The  $4.69  price  for  September  1965,  is  55  cents  above  the  August  1965  price,  and 
10  cents  above  the  September  1964  price.  This  $4.69  blend  price  includes  about  42  cents 
derived  from  funds  paid  into  the  pool  by  handlers,  plus  earned  interest,  under  the 
"Louisville  Plan"  in  April,  May,  and  June  of  this  year.

In  accordance  with  §1047.22(1)  the  Market  Administrator  announced  the  following 
estimated  utilization  percentages  for  September  1965  on  October  12,  1965.

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  19,547,004  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne  market 
during  September  1965  of  which  15,283,889  pounds  or  78%  was  utilized  in  Class  I by 
14  pool  handlers.  Production  was  down  7%  from  August  1965.  Class  I utilization  of 
producer  milk  was  down  fractionally  from  August  1965. 

OCTOBER  CLASS  I PRICE  $4.57 

The  September  basic  formula  price  of  $3.29  (Wisconsln-Minnesota  Series)  was 
increased  by  the  standard  differential  of  $1,20  and  further  increased  by  a supply- 
demand  adjustment  of  $0.08  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I price  for  October. 

This  price  of  $4.57  is  4 cents  more  than  the  September  Class  I price.
